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Latest From Europe. 

By the arrival of the Forwood on Wed- 
nesday, we have intelligence from St. 1 ouis 
to duly 28 ; Liverpool, duly LG ; and San 
Francisco, Aug. 20. 

The peace news is fully confirmed, but 
no further particulars have transpired be- 
yond the fact that t ho Dukes of Tuscany 
and Modona return to their States.

GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS. 

It is natural to expoct that in an English 
colony, the government should supply Eng- 
lish workmen in preference to foreigners, 
provided that the former are as capable of 
performing the service required as the 
latter. Charity, we are told, bogins at 
home, and no one can grumble if a man 
who has benefits to confer, shall choose 
that a fellow countryman enjoy them rather | 
than a stranger. It is probable, too, that 
an Englishman will have a more lasting 
interest in the colony, than a member of 
another nation, who is only desirous of ob- 
taining a sufficient sum of money to enable 
him to return homo and livo undor his own 
flag. Thus, a greater socurity would be 
given for goad conduct, and tho due per- 
formance of his undertaking. 

There is another feature in relation to 
government contracts, which is worthy of 
attention. A spirit of economy; falsely so 
called, is often eager to accept the lowest 
tender ; but tho maxim of " penny wise 
pound foolish," will apply here. Wo are 
led to make these remarks by the sudden 
disappearance of a foreign contractor, who 
lias partially carried out the eccentric plan 
of that ridiculous mass of brick and wood 
on James' Pay, and left his unfortunate 
workmen In obtain payment fur their labor, 
in the best way they may. It is believed 
thai the design of these buildings is also 
the production of another foreign gentle- 
men — indeed we venture to assort that such 
en extraordinary specimen of architecture 
could never have emanated from the must 
imaginative brain id' the wildest English- 
man. It is neither fish, flesh nor fowl, but 
something between n Dutch Toy and a 
Chinese Pagoda — the product of successive 
freaks of an imagination which never had 
n clear idea of the effect of the whole. 
Surely the authorities ought to do every- 
thing iii their power to assist those who 
help i" build ini a struggling colony, and 
to make it their homo, and not to favor men 
who cannot regard it with the same real 
interest and national feelings as permanent 
English residents. The simple instance 
we have adduced shows how badly an op- 
posite policy works — for there wp have an 
ugly design imperfectly carried out, by n 
defaulting contractor under a tender which, 
though the lowest, will prove the most ex- 
pensive — for workmen thrown cut of em- 
ployment and robbed id' their hard-earned 
wages — and a great public work at a stand 
still. Wo believe that the Government in- 
tends to satisfy, in some measure, the 
claims of these men, and it i* Imped that 
tin- will he done in a prompt and generous 
way.
